Washington, D. C., July 7.—[Speeialh ]—The

Clapp Opposes Exemption Clause. 

The discussion was provoked by an amend- 
ment proposed by Senator Clapp striking out 
the provision in the tax amendment exempt- 
ing holding companies from taxation. The 
President was moved to provide this exemp- 
tion by his unwillingness to permit a double 
taxation. As he looked at Ahe matter, it 
would be unfair to tax a corporation for hold- 
ing the stock of other corporations which, 
under the terms of the amendment, were 
properly subject to the tax. Savings banks, 


_ forexample, hold the stock of other corpora- 
_ tions for investment purposes, and it did not 


seem just to the president that the stock 
should bear the tax twice. 

It was admitted in the senate that this 
would be a hardship in the case of savings 
banks and other institutions possessing cor- 
poration stock for investment purposes, but 
at the same time it was pointed out that there 
‘Were numerous holding companies which, 
Under the exemption in the origina] amend- 
Ment, would enjoy an advantage over the 
small concerns. The Standard Oil Company. 
of New Jersey, for example, is a company 
Organized to hold the stock of ‘the numerous 
subsidiary corporations which it has created. 

In order to expedite the passage of the bill 
Benator Alarich agreed to accept the Clapp 
He was asked to ‘give assur- 
ances to the senate that he would support it 
in good faith during the conference.

—[Special. }--Social- 
igm was scored ag the greatest enemy that 
besets the American republic today by Pres- 
ident Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia 
university in an address before the ful) con- 
vention of the National Educational associa- 
tion. President Butler’s address was tem- 
Pered by a mildness of phrase that only drove 
home with added force his arraignment of 
all who advocate departure from the con- 
stituted laws for a betterment of humanity. 

Scoring this class as ‘‘anarchists who 
would destroy the tried and tested products 
of time at one blow for the pleasure of re- 
turning to chaos,"’ President Butler urged 
that at all times there should be kept in the 
mind of the growing American child the 
maxim, ‘' Liberty under the law,’’ as the 
most important principle of werthy citizen- 
ship. 

**Mme,. Roland's heart breaking cry from 
the scaffold, ‘O! Liberty, how many crimes 
are committed in thy name,’ is ringing still 
in the world’s ears,’’ said President Butler. 


Liberty Under Law Is Civilization. 

“If one, seeking to know the story of civ- 
llization, casts his eye back over the pages 
of recorded history, he will find that the 
record of progress can be written in a sin- 
gle sentence. It is the development of lib- 
erty under law. Liberty and law are the 
two words upon whose true and faithful ex- 
position all training for citizenship must 
rest. He who truly understands the mean- 
ing of liberty and the meaning of law and the 
relation of one to the other is ready to face 
his full duty as an American citizen. 

“The unrest which is abroad in the world, 
and which is found alike in Europe and if 
America, in the unchanging east as well as in 
the restless and rapidly moving west, isinno 
small part due to the lack of understanding 
of what is going on in the world and what 
has gone on hitherto. What one does not 
understand first perplexes, then annoys, and 
finally antagonizes him. 

“It is not true, as some hold, that the 
world’s unrest is traceable in last analysis 
to physical hunger, ' 


““ Probably there never were s0,.few hungry 
men as there are today. Civilization may 
have its faults, but lack of ability to uplift 
the masses of the population and to offer 
them opportunity is not one of them. 

“There are many who feel that the rising 
generation of Americans is growing up with- 
out any proper knowledge of the funda- 
mental principles of American institutions 
and American government. Because of this 
lack of knowledge, well meaning men lend 
ear quite too readily to demagogues who 
propose to them all sorts of schemes without 
any relation, save one of antagonism, to es- 
tablished political principles. From listen- 
ing to demagogues it is but a short and easy 
step to a state of mind in which envy, greed, 
and hate are elevated tothe lofty place which 
should be occupied by respect and confidence, 
as well as by political insight, political 
knowledge, and political experience. 


Early Politics in Stern School. 


.- “he Americans of an earlier day got 
their training in the fundamental principles 
of. citizenship from the stern facts which 
faced thém. This wasthe school in which the 
nation’s fathers were educated. During the 
early part of the nineteenth century the task 
of nation building went on apace, and the dis- 
cussion of fundamental principles was al- 
ways to the fore in.the congress as well as 
before the people. 

“Then came the great clash of arms in 
civil war, and principles were yet turned to 
for guidance and direction. Men sought even 
to stay and to turn back the tide of battle 
with the force of logic. 

“Today, however, one hears much less of 
these fundamental principles. There are 
thos@ among us, some of them in places of 
responsibility and great influence, who call 
them outworn, antiquated, obstacles to popu- 
lar government, and who would substitute 
the passing desire of today for the carefully 


wrought design of all time. 
Rude Justice Means Barbarism, 

‘Men now talk with straight faces of 
substituting rude and primitive justice for 
the orderly procedure of law, apparently 
with no recognition of the fact that this sub- 
stitution means to plunge nan and his high- 
est interests back ‘into barbarism, and to 
reéstablish the time when might made right. 

“The courts are attacked as usurpers of an 
authority which the people themselves have 
given them for the people’s own protection. 
The carefully built guards which have been 
put about individual rights and liberties are 
denounced as fortresses of privilege by those 
who seek privileges for themselves at the ex- 
pense of the rights of others. 

‘**There are only two really deep seated 
and influential enemies of human happiness 
and human order, ignorance and selfishness. 
These do pretty much all the damage that is 
done in the ‘world, and they are the always 
present obstacles to improving the condition 
of mankind. 


Socialists Would Make It Worse. 

‘*—In all parts of the world there are those 
who, in order to gain what seems to them to 
be a desirable end for the whole body politic, 
would strike at the roots of human individu- 
ality and deprive it of the favoring soil in 
which alone it can grow. If they were to 
‘gueceed in this endeavor they would not 
mend matters at all. On the contrary, they 
would make them worse. 

“Tt is not less individuality that we need, 
but fewer self-centered individuals. It is 
not less private property that we need, but 
private. property more widely distributed and 
fewet men who treat their hoards as misers 
rather than as trustees. Human individuali- 
‘ty and pérsonality will blosom anew and 
more richly if planted in the garden of 
service. 

“It is a noteworthy and singular charac- 
teristic of our American government that 
the constitution provides a means for pro- 
tecting individual liberty from invasion by 
the powers of government itself, as well as 
from invasion by others .more powerful and

Policeman Awakens Factory Employe,

William Hackbak, a watchman employed 
by the Consumers’ Box company, 19 to 31 
Ohio street, was rescued and five horses-in 
a barn at the rear of the main building were 
saved when fire attacked the building.

Three Hundred in Thrilling Res- 
cues on Land Turned Lake.

ESCAPE IN CHAIN OF BOATS. 


Situation Fraught with Peril Similar 
to That of Sea Disaster. 


Ottawa, Kas., July 7.—{Specia!.)}—Several 
coaches of Santa Fé train No. 5 sank from 
view as the track, covered by water from the 
flooded Marais des Cygnes river, spread near 
Pomona. today, but of the 800 passengers 
aboard not one was killed and only two were 
injured, ‘and they slightly. 

Miss Laura St. Claig.of Boston, en route 
to Perry, Okla, susta a wrenched back 
and sprains. Her sister, Miss Nannie St. 
Clair, sustained bruises and sprains. 

Thrilling rescues by a chain of boats over 
a mile and a half of land turned for the mo- 
ment into a storm swept lake, constityted the 
most sensational feature of the harrowing 
experiences of the travelers, before, during, 
and following the wreck of the passenger 
train. 


Perils Like a Sea Disaster. 

In peri] and character of surroundings, the 
situation in great measure was similar to that 
of a disaster at sea, but by what many of the 
persons who went through it consider little 
short of a miracle, all but the two mentioned 
escaped with nothing more serious than a 
good scare and a story to teil the folks at 
home. 

The train had been detoured over the Em- 
poria cutoff from the main line to avoid the 
high water. The Marais des Cygnes flood, 
produced by rains, had covered the track for 
a mile in either direction from the Pomona 
depot. The train crew had been warned that 
the track was unsafe, and the train entere® 
the water slowly. It had proceeded fialf the 
distance to the depot when the baggage coach 
slipped from the rails. It stood upright. 
Succeeding the smoking car, two day coaches 
began to slowly turn into the water that near 
the end of the ties reached a depth of 
eighteen feet and stretched away Almost as 
far as the eye could see.

Mise Laura turned to help her sis- 
ter, who is in feeble health, and the two re- 
mained in their coach, clinging to the higher 
side until they were reached through the 
window by a rescuing party which had 
reached the wreck by boat from Pomona.” 

Pomona stands on a hill half a mile dis- 
tant from the depot, and the flood, several 
feet deep, ran through the depot, so the 
rescue work from the town necessitated 
the navigation of nearly a mile of water. 

A telephone message to Ottawa prought a 
relief train, with two boats, at 5 o'clock. 
Other boats, quickly caught in the flood, 
were lost, and ropes to guide the boats in the 
swift current were found necessary. The 
relief train plowed through the water at a 
depth of two feet for three-quarters of a 
mile and then launched the boats. A sys- 
tematic chain of ferry servite with four boats 
was established and by circuitous routes of a 
mile and a half the passengers were taken 
off to farm houses and into Pomona. ,

sourt is experiencing one of the worst floods , 
in history.

The young man himself said this evening 
before his ordination that he would go to 
China and work as a missionary anyway, 
whether he was ordained or not: He had 
been previously lice by the presbytery 
to preach after a second examination, which 
he took in company with two other union 
graduates last. month, whereat the answers 
of the young men raised an uproar between 
the liberal and orthodox members of the 
presbytery. 

This evening’s ordination was held in con- 
nection with the regular weekly prayer. meet- 


| mg of the church, which was preceded by a 


meeting of the presbytery. The prayer meet- 
ing was the ordination in public. The pres- 
bytery meeting had been held behind closed 
doors. The presbytery meeting was not 
largely attended, less than twenty members 
being recorded as voting on the question of 
the ordination of Mr. Fitch. 


Protests Heated in Words. 

The Rev. Dr. Francis Brown, president of 
Union seminary, spoke in favor of ordaining 
his pupil. Dr. Fox objected so vigorously 
that he brought his fist down upon the table 
in the vehemence of his righteous indigna- 
tion. Dr. Fox declined to say just what form 
his protest was couched in, but it will go to 
the synod, the next higher body above the 
presbytery in the government of the church. 

Dr. Gregory, who uzed to be an instructor 
in Yale, in Princeton, and in the McCormick 
Theological seminary, and who is one of the 
editors of the Stangard dictionary—whereon 
he said he thought he could base his reputa- 
tion for the understanding of the meaning of 
words—did not talk at the meeting; he said 
he did not attempt to speak when the other 
people were anxious to do 80; but he pre- 
sented his views~in the form of a paper he 
had written for one of the church publica- 
tions, and his paper was as emphatic in op- 
position to the ordination of Mr. Fitch as 
was Dr. Fox’s protest. 

Dr. Gregory talked with the reporters after 
the méeting and talked straight from an 
overflowing Presbyterian heart of the older 
school. He said that Mr. Fitch and the other 
young men who were examined with him de- 
nied facts and doctrineg that clearly were 
taught inthe scriptures and that they ad- 
mitted there was doubt among them as to 
the doctrine. of the virgin birth that Mat- 
thew and Luke both taught. 


Sees the Bible Cast Out. 


“The trouble at the present day,” said Dr. 
Gregory, “is that the average preacher 


thinks he doesn't need any theology siventt 


what he can get out of ‘the Bonnie Brier 
Bush.’ The question tonight wae a simple 
one. If the presbytery decided one way, it 
meant the throwing out of the bible; if the 
other way it meant the throwing out of these 
young men. They decided to proceed with 
the ordination of Mr. Fitch, which amounts 
to throwing out the bible from the Pres- 
byterian church. The action is an entering 
wedge for the liberals. 

“ The first two questions propounded in the 
ordination require these young men to per- 
jure themselves. The presbytery, I insist, 
has no right to push men into perjury. I 
don’t believe in kindergarten examinations 
myself; unlesa a man has made up his mind 
on the question to be asked him he isn't 
fitted to preach. The vote was 10to7 to pro- 
ceed to the ordination and the rest of us 
were excused from attending. 

“Dr. Fox, Dr. J. J. Thompson, Dr. George 
L. Shearer, and I were among those who were 
solid against the proposition. Most of these 
signed Dr. Fox's protest that goes to the 
synod. The majority believes that these 
candidates have given a liberal interpreta- 
tion of the miracles; I say they have denied 
them. because they've denied the facts and 
doctrines of the scriptures, among them the 
virgin birth.”’

Motorman Fails to Hear Warning of 


State Street Crowd. 


Held fast by his foot, which was caught 
in the temporary tracks at State street and 
Eldredge court, Joseph Andrews, a working- 
man, was run down and killed by a State 
Street surface car last night. He was still 
shouting and waving his arms when the car 
hit him, but the motorman did not hear 
either his cries or those of the crowe on the 
sidewalks. 

Andrews, who was about 40 years old, had 
been staying at the Acme hotel, 453 State 
street, which is conducted by Charles and 
Em Gross, uncles of Mayor Busse. 

The Harrison street police assert that the 
accident was due to the failure of the City 
Railway ¢ompany to provide a cross walk at 
the north side of Eldredge court and State 
street. On the west side of State street, close 
to the curb, a temporary track has been laid 
on account of the building of new tracks. 
This temporary track extended from Hub- 
bard court to Twelfth street. 

At the south crossing of Eldredge court, 
where cars stop for passengers, there is a 
temporary plank cross walk. Seventy-five 
feet north of this crossing, the spot where 
Andrews met death, the tracks are danger- 
ous for a person to cross, owing to the ties 
being raised a foot or more above the ground. 


Attempts to Cross Tracks. 

It was 9 o'clock when Andrews attempted 
to crogs the tracks from the west sidewalk. 
Both sides of State street were crowded with 
pedestrians and others sitting in. front of the 
——— houses that abound in the nefghbor-

Witnesses told the police that Andrews 
stumbled in stepping over the rails and that 
one foot went down between the ties. Un- 
able to extricate himself, he waved his arms 
and shouted at a south bound car that was 
bearing down upon him. The car, it is said, 
was more than 100 feet away when the victim 
fell between the ties. 

A shout went up from several men on the 
sidewalk who saw the man's peril, but the 
motorman did not hear the cries. “The car 
was almost on top of Andrews before the 
motorman sav him and applied the «am 


Still Shouting When Stru 

Still shouting and waving his arms fran- 
tically, the victim was struck by the trucks 
of the car and crushed. The car was stopped 
before it passed entirely over him. 

A police ambulance was called. but the 
victim was dead before the surgeon arrived. 
The body was taken to McNally & Duff's 
undertaking establishment in Wabash ave- 
nue. 

In the victim’s clothes a card was found, 
issued by the government last January, en- 
titling the holder to admittance to the free 
baths at Hot Springs, Ark. The card bore 
the name “ Joe Andrews.”’ 

A railroad employé’s time book also was 
found bn his pocket. It showed that he had 
been employed until June 27 in the construc- 
tion of railroad work near Ottumwa, Ia. 


Child Killed Crossing Street. 
Ruben Mickinsky, 2 years old, attempted 


to cross the street in front of his home at

killed by a street car. 

The trucks passed over his body after he 
had been thrown from the fender.

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Speaker Confers with Leaders 
- on Means to Hasten Pas- 
sage of Tariff Bill. — 


"RULE MAY STOP ATTACK. 


= ‘Ald from Important Committee 
: Expected to Block Any Pos- 
sible Debate. 


Washington, D. C., July 7.—[Special.)— 
Speaker Cannon was busy conferring with 
the house leaders today on the procedure 
that will probably be followed in that body 
in putting the tariff bill through its final 
stages when it arrives from the senate. It 
has become evident that the aid of the com- 
mittee on rules will have to be invoked in 
order to get the bill into conference without 
delay. That committee during the day was 
directed to stand by for action. 

A report that the insurgents of the house 
propose to assert themselves again and block 
@ unanimous consent that would be neces- 
sary to throw the bill into conference with- 
out action by the committee of the whole 
ig giving the house leaders some concern. 
Whether the insurgents will go farther and 
endeavor to muster force for the defeat of 
the rule to expedite the conference remains 
to be seen. 

It is known that some of them have ex- 
pressed a wish for the opportunity to debate 
and to obtain a vote upon several of the 
amendments made by the senate, especially 
~ those which have brought about a downward 
revision. Should they accomplish their pur- 
pose and throw the bill into the committee 
of the whole it would be regarded as a serious 
matter, for to debate changes the senate has 
made in the bill would probably occupy sev- 
eral weeks. 


Bules Committee to “Get Busy.” 

‘Therefore the committee on rules, other- 
wise kriown as the “ fire department of the 
house,’’ will be directed to play a stream on 
the proceedings. It will furnish a rule shut- 
ting off the debate entirely and sending the 
bill directly to the conferees, from whom it 
‘will later be received and voted upon. 

Of course, a great deal depends upon the 
Democrats if the insurgents of the house at- 
tempt to defeat the adoption of this rule. 
Should the Democrats join them, the rule 
would be lost and the bill would go asa mat- 
ter of course to the committee of the whole 
for debate uvon the senate amendments. It 
is believed, however, that the house Demo- 
crats will support the rule, not caring to 
accept the blame of the country for delay- 
ing the final passage of the tariff bill, which 
has been prayed for by business interests for 
so many months. 

There will be a rather full session of the 
house tomorrow, as practically all of the 
members who have been out of town during 
the time the senate has had the tariff bill 
have been ordered to return by the “‘ whips.”’ 
A great many of the abeentees arrived dur- 
ing the day, but outside of a few confer- 
ences in the speaker’s: room there were no 
informal gatherings of any of the factions to 
discuss the procedure to be followed when 
the tariff bill reaches the house, which it now 
a@ppears probable it will do on Friday. 


-Unanimous Consent Not Likely. 
Appropriation bills and other measures on 
which there are disagreements between the 
house and senate are ordinarily sent to a con- 
ference by unanimous consent, and a weari- 
some debate in the committee of the whole 
on amendments of the opposite body is thus 
dispensed with. | 
_ There will, of course, be an effort made in

Trade Conditions Alarming, Re-

Washington, D. C., July 7.—[{Special.J— 
James Hamilton Lewis of Chicago arrived 
in Washington last night and today reported 
to Secretary of State Knox the results of his 
errand in the Orient. It develops thet Mr. 
Lewis, at the instance of former President 
Roosevelt, was engaged in investigating the 
absence of the American flag in Pacific 
waters, and the method that should be fol- 
lowed to create an American merchant ma- 
rine. 

The entry into America of ships bought in 
foreign ports, the subsidizing by the govern- 
ment of ships, and a manner of arrangement 
which might not conflict with American re- 
lations with Japan and China under the ex- 


the investigations of Mr. Lewis. 


Conditions Such as to Give Alarm. 

Mr. Lewis reported that the conditions in 
the orlent were of a nature to give alarm for 
the future of American commerce and Amer- 
ican citizens Jn Asiatic territory. He said 
that the history of the orient now disclosed 
that often not one merchant sai¥ng a ship 
flying an American flag was to be seen in 
Asiatic waters while previous to the civil war 
America preponderated in ships in the orient. 

America owned in Shanghai, China, the 
principal water front, now worth more than 
$50,000,000, but abandoned it and it now is 
occupied by the Japanese consulate and 
English warehouses. 

American shipments in the orient have 
fallen below those of any other large com- 
mercial country because of the absence of 
United States ships on the waters. The 
commerce which naturally belong to the 
United States is taken by England and Ger- 
many. 


Powerless for Two Years, He Says. 

If China or Japan should be driven by 
their populace to resent the refusal of the 
United States to allow Chinese and Japa- 
nese to enter America and Hawaii and the 
Philippines without restriction, and attack 
either American interests and American citi- 
zens in the orient, or seize the Philippine 
islands America would be almost powerless 
for two years, says Mr. Lewis. 

At least this time would be required for 
the United States to land 50,000 men in Asia 
in the present shipping situation. Mr. Lewis 
suggested that the United States could pur- 
chase ships from the Japanese shipyards or 
build them in the Philippine waters, to be 
used between the Pacific coast and the United 
States for trade, yet susceptible to immediate 
transformation into war auxiliaries if neces- 
sary. 

When in Russia and France Mr. Lewis 
noted that those countries rapidly are rush- 
ing the construction of ships to put into the 
oriental trade, that they may occupy the 
place now vacant by reason of American in- 
difference.

The work of the supervisors, of whom Illinois 
is allotted sixteen, is to begin far in advance 
of that time. 

Senators Cullom and Lorimer are. recetv- 
ing many applications for appointment tothe 
supervisor jobs, which pay an initial annual 
salary of $1,500, with an added bonus for 
each name enumerated. The one supervisor 
allotted to Chicago probably will receive as 
high as $3,500 for his year’s work. In large 
cities the supervisor is allowed $1 for each 
thousand population enumerated. 

Mr. McGavin has made an application for 
the Chicago place, and it is to receive the 
close consideration of the two senators when 
they confer on the matter of supervisor ap-

The position. of census supervisor carries 
with it something besides salary, inasmuch 
as about 3,800 census enumerators are to be 
appointed in Illinois.

penal offense for any employé of the United 
States “to divulge or make known in any 
manner whatever not provided by law, to 
any person, any information obtained by him 
in the discharge of his official duty,.or to 
divulge or make known in any manner not 
provided by law.any documents received, 
evidence taken, or report made under this 
section except under the special direction of 
the president.” 

It was pointed out in the senate this after- 
noon that that body could be debarred from 
obtaining information in regard to corpora- 
tions, although it had taken measures to 
secure a limited amount. The reply was made 
that the president could be called upon by a 
resolution, but the fact was cited that only 
a few weeks.ago the attorney general was 
asked to inf the senate in regard to a spe- 
cial case and declined. 

At the instance of Senator Bulkeley of 
Connecticut the corporations will be required 
to describe not only the amount of taxes paid 
within a year under the authority of the 
United States or any state or territory, as 
proposed in the original tax amendment, but 
those iniposed by the municipalities. This, 
of course, will constitute a reduction in the 
amount of taxable to the extent of the mu- 
nicipal taxes. 

Senator Aldrich also accepted a proposal of 
Senator La Follette to exempt agricultural 
or horti¢ultural organizations, as well as 
labor organizations, fraternal and benefic- 
iary societies, domestic building and loan as- 
sociations, ard rellgious, charitable, and edu- 
cational corporations. 


Aldrich Seeks Taft’s Advice. 

The corporation tax amendment, as & 
whole, however, is in such shape that it will 
need a great deal of polishing before it will 
be acceptable to the congressional leaders. 
Aldrich will consult with the president in 
regard to the amendment when the latter 
reaches Washington on Friday. The Rhode 
Island senator feels his faith Ras been 
pledged with the president in this matter and 
does not propose to disturb the agreeable 
relations which he has established with the 
White house by taking any step which Mr. 
Taft might believe to verge upon treachery. 

The senate today finally disposed of the 
income tax compromise proposition. This 
measure, which was the joint production of 
Senator Cummins and Senator Bailey of 
Téxas, is the one whose advocacy was re- 
sponsible for the appeal made by Aldrich to 
President Taft to recommend the corporation 
tax in order to beat the income tax. The 
Bailey-Cummins amendment was voted down 
in the committee of the whole, but its au- 
thors decided to make another attempt to 
attach an amendment to the bill in the sen- 
ate. Therefore, it was offered as a substi- 
tute for the corporationtax. It was defeated 
by the decisive vote of 47 to 28. 

Senator Cummins informed the president 
when he and Bailéy first reached their agree- 
ment that nineteen Republicans would sup- 
port the amendment. Their claim was not 
made good in the committee of the whole in 
consequence of Mr. Taft's intervention, nor 
Was it substantiated in the senate today.

,. SENATE ENDS BUSY DAY. 

7 [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) ~ 

Washington, D.. C., July 7.—The arrange- 
ments for the final vote in the senat@ to- 
morrow was reached after much tonsulta- 
tion and was as an alternative for a night 
session tonight: Because of the possible ef- 
fect on the tobacco schedule there was no 
effort to obtain formal assent in open sen- 
ate to the proposition to fix a time for a 
vote. . 

The day was a busy one and the prospect Is 
that tomorrow will be as fully occupied as 
was the long session today. When passed 
the measure will be hurried over to the 
house as expeditiously as possible and it is 
expected that the house willl be in session 
Friday morning in the h of receiving it. 
No plan has been arranged by the house 
leaders, but it is probable they will agree 
tomorrow to a recess until Friday to receive 
the bill. 

Next to the income tax the discussion of 
the customs court was the big feature of 
the éenate’s work today. The court was at- 
tacked as in the interest of the cities in which 
it would sit and the government, and as op-. 
posed to the interests of the importers. 


Attacks on Customs Court. 
Senator Clapp intimated that the court 


weuld owe its origin largely to the places 


where its sessions would be held; Senator 
Borah asserted that it was an impeachment 
of the present judiciary, and Senator Cum- 
mins expressed the opinion that the court 


would be unconsciously influenced to decide. 


in favor of the goverument, no matter what 
the circumstances of a given case might be, 

Senators Aldrich and Lodge defended the 
court, the latter asserting that it would not 
only insure the honest and uniform deter- 
mination of customs cases, but would save 
the government many millions of dollars, 

While the court provision was under con- 
sideration Senator Dolliver read a letter 
from United States Judge Lacombe of New 
York, stating that the federal courts were 
not overcrowded and could handle the cus- 
toms business without becoming congested.

would become much crowded.

La Follette Persuaded to Stop. 


The work of the day began with the adop- 
tion by the senate of amendments reported 
by the committee of the whole. The only 
objection to the wholesale ratification of the 
committee’s work was by Senator La Fol- 
lette, who indicated a disposition to(ask\to 
have the whole bil] held up until he could go 
through the measure and select the pro- 
visions to which he desired t®) offer amend- 
ments. He was persuadefl to desist from 
this course upon the assurance that he would 
not be deprived of any opportunity to urge 
the modification of any given provision. 

The reserved amendments were presented 
in order, and one went down after another 
before the onslaughts of the thoroughly or- 
ganized finance committee, In a few cases 
changes were made, but only with the assent 
of the committee. Senator Bulkeley thus 
obtained a reduction of the duty on cheap 
watch dials, and the committee also permit- 
ted a provision for the free admission of ma- 
chines used for @he spreading of tar and oil 
on streets and roads. ; 

The tobacco tax provision will be the prin- 
cipal subject of consideration tomorrow. 
There is a bare possibility that complications 
may arise over this provision, which will de- 
lay the hour of the passage of the bill, but 
the optimistic express a firm conviction to the 
contrary, 


Newlands Hints at Veto. 

Senator Newlands, in an address made 
the first direct mention of a possible veto 
by the president that the senate has heard.

PICTURE FILM DUTIES RAISED. 


Lorimer Has Senate Change Rates from 
Ad Valorem to Direct to Avoid 
Alleged Trickery. 


Washington, D. C., July 7.—[SpeciaLJ— 
Senator Lorimer today secured the adoption 


of an amendment to the tariff bill which will | 


increase the government's revenues on mov- 
ing picture films. The amendment changes 
the present duty of 25 per cent ad valorem 
to the direct duty of 1% cents per linea! foot. 

It was explained to the senate that it has 
been the practice of importers of new mov- 
ing picture films to have their buyers in Eu- 
rope, run them through exhibition machines 
several times there in order to clase them 
as second hand films and decrease their 
value, thus permitting the imposition of a 
lower duty. The direct duty will require 
uniform payments on films whether they 
have been used or not. 

Senator Lorimer offered the amendment at 
the request of several moving picture im- 
porters of Chicago. It is the intention of 
these importers to aek the government to im- 
pose an internal revenue tax on all moving 
picture films manufactured in this country 
in order to abolish the practice of certain 
film companies of “ pirating’ European films. 


SEES END OF DEATH PENALTY. 


Prof. Willett Tells U. of C. Students 
That Capital Punishment'Is Doomed 
—Calls It Revenge. 


Capital punishment is doomed, according 
to Prof. Herbert Lockwood Willett of the 
University of Chicago. He made this predic- 
tion yesterday afternoon before an audience 
of summer students in Haskell hall while 
lecturing on “ The Social Teachings of the 
Prophets.”’ 

“ Capital punishment as a form of inflicting 
penalties is merely society’s way of getting 
revenge,’ declared Prof. Willett. “ It is no 
further advanced than any other type of re- 
venge. And yet we allow these death inflic- 
tions and put the law on those who carry on 
persona! blood feuds. 

“It will not be many years hence before 
capital punishment will be considered im- 
moral by all. Some states have abolished 
this form of cruelty and others are bound to 


follow soon.”’

‘Uncle Sam. Slams Gates at New 


York on Undesirables. 
INSPECTION IS MORE RIGID. 


Screws Put on Reqnirements by the 
New Commiasioner. 


, 

New York, July 7.—Uncle Sam slammed 
his gates today in the faces of 247 undesirable 
immigrants, and their deportation gave an- 
other indication of a stricter interpretation 
of the law and different construction of the 
regulations governing the ousting of aliens. 

The number of the day's deportations prob- 
ably was the largest the department has 
known. The first great cause of the in- 
crease in exclusions of aliens lies in an or- 
der to immigrant inspectors iasued by the 
new commissioner, William Willlams, on 
June 8, that the statidard of Inspection must 
be raised* Since then the deportations have 
doubled. From June 26 to July 6, inclusive, 
668 aliens were ordered deported. 

The special boards of inquiry ha 
work overtime, but Commissioner Williams 
does not believe it-will be necessary to enlarge 
the force of employés. 


Must Have Adequate Funds. 


The second cause for the growth in rejec- 
tions of aliens is found in the nétice of June 
28 issued by the’commnissioner that steam- 
ship companies must cease bringing immi- 
grants whose funds are manifestly inade- 
quate for their proper support until they can 
obtain profitable employment. 

He suggested that it would. be unwise for 
an immigrant to have less than §25. This no- 
tice was taken in some quarters to be an or- 
der. When Collector Loeb visited Bilis island 
during the day with seven members of the 
congressional committee on interstate com- 
merce the representatives understood that 
the $25 suggestion was a flat rule. The com- 
missioner told them it was not. Mr. \,ill- 
lame said a healthy immigrant of good char- 
acter and willing to work, though of small 
means, was a better subject for admittance 
than a debilitated man with a wife, six chil- 
dren, and $600, 

A mass meeting will soon be held on the 
east side to show the disapproval of the .-v 
suggestion. 

‘*T expect that sort of thing,” said the com- 
missioner. “I have been through it.” 


Gifts to Be Generally Barred. 

Only in cases of exceptional merit will 
gifte to destitute immigrants be permitted 
after their arrival. Anna Parascouly, a 
‘Greek, who lives in Bast Bighty-seventh 
street, presented $70 to little Christos Floris 
in order that he might land. Christos was 
going to an uncle in Seattle, but both his 
perents are living in Greece. 

The government looks with suspicion upon 
children coming here whose parents are on 
the other side; so Christos was ordered de- 
ported. Mrs. Parascouly demanded her 
money and got it. The boy was returned to 
Greece, 

Merke Drezinski, 16 years old, arrived at 
Ellis island on June 26 on her way to her 
cousin, Jacob Seldman of Louisville. But the 
government isn’t sending 16 year old girls 
whose parents are in Europe to their cousins 
and so she had to sail back.

VERDICT FOR DEFENDANT 


At Court’s Order Jury Reports 
in Favor of School Board

Not Wecessarily Complimentary Term. 

“ Would your honor consider it a complj- 
ment if he were called a ‘ grafter'?’”’ Attor- 
ney Maurice W. Seits asked. 

“ That is not the question,” Judge Foster 
said. “T find the plaintiff has not estad- 
lished a cause of action.” 

Perkins, who is architect for the board of 
education, filed charges against Haskell in 


December, 1907. A trial committee was ap- 


pointed by the school board to hear the 
charges, found Haskell guilty, and dis- 
charged him. In December Haskell started 
suit against Perkins, alleging slander. 


Upsets Civil Service Law?

Haskell was discharged from his. position 
after a most farcical hearing before the trial | 
committee and we were prepared to prove 
thie in court.

OLD RESIDENTS CALLED. 


Memories Used to Recall Circum- 
stances of Track Laying in 
Bloomingdale Road. 


Ald. McCoid’s public lands committee, 
which last year brought in $800,000 com- 
pensation to the city on an expenditure of 
$5,000, got after three more railroads that 
are charged with squatting in public streets 
and alleys, yesterday. a 

The Pennsylvania is accused of occupying 
illegally six streets and alleys between 
Twelfth and Eighteenth streets and Stewart 
avenue and the river. In one street, it is al- 
leged, they have built a two story building. 
‘The cOmmittee has been unable to find any 
authority granted for such occupation, and 
apparently the police never reported that 


The Pennsylvania also is said to have no 


avenue and Ada street. Frank J. Loesch, 
who appeared before the committee in be- 
half of the raijroad, admitted the road had 
intended to ask the city to vacate the prop- 
erty. He said he would look up the other 
cases. and promised that if the road was in 
the wrong it would compengate the city or 
vacate the property. 


Old Residents Are Heard. 

The committee heard the statements of old 
residents of Jefferson Park, who, it was 
hoped, would be able to recall the circum- 
stances under which the — railway 
laid tracks in Bloomingdale d. 

The company claimed it had an ordinance 
granted by the village of Jefferson Park. 
The residents testified that the tracks were 
laid in 1860, while the village was not organ- 
ized till 1872. The city authorities contend 
that the road sought an ordinance, but failed 
to get one. Still older residents will be heard 
at the next meeting. 

According to the ermen, the Terminal 
Transfer railroad built\a side track to serve 
Bunge Bros., coal dealers\at Lake and Paulina 
streets, without a permit. The coal firm was 
notified to confer with the railroad on the 
proposition of vacating the street or paying 
compensation.

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EMBASSY HOMES ARE URGED 


American Association Holds a 
Meeting at London Hotel. 


GOVERNMENT ASKED TO ACT. 


Parchase of Suitable Residences Abroad 
Is Suggested. 


LONDON, July 7.—The largest and liveliest 
of three American public dinners held in 
London the last week was that of the Amer- 
ican Embassy association at the Hotel Cecil 
tonight. More than 400 Americans, most of 
them travelers from_all parts of the country, 


accepted: the invitation which the associa- 


tion extended to all male traveling Amer- 


icans who happened to be in London on this 


date. , 

Between courses the diners sang patriotic 
songs. Afterwards they toasted the king, 
the president, and Ambassador Reid. The 
unusual character of the dinner excited great 
curiosity: on the part of the London news- 
papers as well as interest in the United States. 


‘The banquet was entirely at the expense of 


the association and. this ip itself was con- 
sidered a great novelty. 


Tells Purposes of Association. 


An explanation of the association’s pur- 
pgses was given by President E. Clarence 
Jones, who acted as toastmaster. He said 
that it was desired to promote the acquisi- 
tion by the United States of permanent homes 
for its ambassadors in foreign capitals. He 
also etated that the executive committee in- 
tended to organize in every congressional 
district and expected soon to have 100,000 
sympathizers. The association, he said, was 
purely a business men's organization. 

“So long as our representatives abroad 
are compelled anndally to expend large sums 
from their private fortunes,’ he concluded, 
‘‘so long will our citizens feel that, their 
rights in embassies are uncertain; that such 
expenditure tends to give an ambassador 
too much independence toward his com- 
patriots and thereby renders him less use- 
ful to them. 

“ We believe that.all our ambassadors, no 
matter what their means, should reside in 
some permanent home, which the government 
should supply, where citizens may feel at 
liberty to go with the same feeling as to 
the ‘White house.”’ 


Opposes Choice of Only Rich Men. 


Mr. Jones’ speech met with enthusiastic 
applause as did that of his co-worker, Fred- 
erick Townsend Martin, who argued that 
the president’s choice of ambassadors should 
not be limited to a few men with large in- 
comes.

WOMEN GO OUT QUIETLY. 


Peaceful Delegation from the Breedom

led to the street without resistance. 

The deputation from the Women’s Free- 
dom league, which stationed itself outside of 
the St. Stephens entrance of the house of 
commons in the evening, determined to see 
Prime Minister Asquith, ended its vigil at 4 
o’clock this morning, not having cornered 
the premier. 


Peaceful Tactics Fail, Too. 


They guarded all entrances throughout the 
sessions since they started, only retiring 
when the house rose, which was not until 
this morning. 

As the weather was rainy they had a cold, 
dreary watch, but they refused to abandon 
their tactics of peaceful persistence, being 
opposed to the brawling violence of the 
Pankhurst followers.

Nuisance in New York. 


New York, July 7.—[Special.]—" Honi soit 
qui mal y pense,” was uttered under knight- 
lier dispensation than these days hold when 
a lady who dances her—why not say it?— 
garter off is taken to court and convicted 
of being a public nuisance.

As she whirled around she 
separated from the parasol, coat and hat, 
which left her with a bolero jacket and a 
short skirt reaching about six inches below 
the knees. Then she whirled some more. 
Then she whirled over to the left of the 
stage and invited the audience to step over 
and take off her garters.”’ 


Judges and Audience Quickened.

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— TO CURB TRUSTS 


Wickersham Says Nation Must 
Assume Licensing Power. 


STATES TO KEEP RIGHTS. 


Attorney General Says “Holding Coni< 
panies’’ Are Cause of Sin. 


Paducah, Ky., July 7.—[{Special.}—The or- 
ganization by congress of corporations to 
carry on interstate business was urged by 
Attorney General Wickersham today as the 
best means of solving the legal complexity 
which now surrounds the question of con- 
trolling these bodies. At the same time Mr. 
Wickersham outlined the rights which the 
states themselves should have in dealing 
with great corporations and denied his pro- 
posed plan would cause too great a centrali- 
zation of power. 

Mr. Wickersham was speaking before the 
Kentucky Bar association. In referring to 
the legal definition of interstate commerce 


he said it ‘‘ would be rash at thistime to fug- 


gest a definition of what it is,"’ and quoted 
Justice Harlan of the United States Supreme 
court that it ‘‘is not a technical legal con- 
ception but a practical one.”” Hethen pointed 
out the differences in the laws of the various 
statee in regard to the matter and offered nis 
solution, at the same time saying: 

** Of course, many will object to the central- 
izing tendency of a nationa! law authorizing 
the formation of corporations, but such a 
law seems to me to be the inevitable result of 
economic conditions.” 

Mr. Wickersham sala this was a logical 
follow of the recently passed tariff tax on 
corporations. 


“State Holds Regulating Power.” 

Dealing with the citizenship and standing 
of corporations Mr. Wickersham quoted de- 
cisions that they were not citizens in the 
meaning of the federal constitutiona] re- 
quirements that “citizens of each state 
should be entitled to all the privileges and 
immunities of citizenship of the states,” and 
that the power of a state to prevent a foreign 
corporation from continuing to do business 
is but the correlative of its authority to pre- 
vent such corporation from coming into the 
state. 

“The unlimited extent of the power of the 
States recognized by the Supreme court,” 
said Mr. Wickersham, “ is illustrated by the 
decision in the case of the Security Mutual 
Life Insurance company vs. Prewitt, where 
the constitutionality of a statute of Ken- 
tucky was upheld, which enacted that, before 
authority is granted to any foreign insur- 
ance company to do business in the state, it 
must file with the commissioner a resolution 
of its directors consenting that service of 
process upon any agent of the company 
within the state shall be valid service upon 
the company; but if the company should, 
without the consent of the other party to 
any suit brought by or against it in any 
court of the state, remove the same to any 
federal court, it should be the duty of the 
commigsioner to forthwith revoke all author- 
ity to’ such company to do business within 
the state. 

“The result of this decision is to enable 
a state to compel a foreign corporation to 
refrain from resorting to the federal court 
in controversies brought by or against it or 
else to cease to do business within tnat 
state.” 


Excesses in Taxes Wrong. 

Dealing with the status of citizenship of 
corporations, Mr. Wickersham quoted that 
they were “ persons ’’ who could be deprived 
of life, liberty, or property only by due proc- 
ess of iaw. He argued that the imposition 
of higher license fees on foreign than on do- 
mestic corporations had been declared void. 
His observation on this phase was: 

“It may be safely asserted that the only 
limitations upon the powers of the states to 
exclude foreign corporations entirely from 
doing business within their territory, or to 
prescribe such conditions ag they may deem 
proper to the carrying on by them of such 
business, are, first: 

“That the regulations s0 prescribed 
should not deprive) the foreign corporation 
of property withou} due process of law or 
dény to them the ‘equal protection of the 
laws; and secondly, that such regulation 
shall not amount to an interference with 
interstate commerce or with other business 
of a federal nature.*’ 

His proposal for the regulation of trusts 
was summed up as follows: 

‘It seems to ma that an effective method 
of legislating on this subject would be to 
enact that no foreign corporation should be 
licensed if 50 percentum of its capital stock 
or upwards was owned or held by any other 
corporation, domestic or foreign.

President Again by Trus- 
tees at St. Paul. 


SETS NEW MILLION MARK. 


Report of General Secretary 
Shaw Shows Growth of 
the Association, 


St. Paul, Minn., July 7.—[{Special.]—Francis 
E. Clark was .retliected president of the 
United Society of Christian Endeavor at a 
meeting of the trustees this afternoon. Chi- 
cago was honored by the election of the 
Rev. John Balcom Shaw as one of several 
additional trustees chosen. Other officers 
elected were: 

General secretary—William Shaw. 

Treasurer—H. N. Lathrop. 

Superintendent of Builders’ union—The Rev. R. 
P. Anderson. 

The Rev. R. P. Anderson during the day 
reported to the convention—which is the 
twenty-fourth international meeting of Chris- 
tion Endeavor—that a site had been pur- 
chased for the society’s new national home 
in Boston. It will cost about $150,000, of 
which $50,000 is at hand. 


Asks Million New Members. 

President Clark, who is the founder of 
Christian Endeavor, in his report said the 
last year in many respécts had been the best 
the United society ever had known. 

The mission of the society, said Mr. Clark, 
is to be the training schoolofthechurch. He 
made a strong plea for a million new mem- 
bers by 1911. He pointed out that there are 
four great lines of training in the world wide 
Christian Endeavor college—the Young Peo- 
ple’s society, the Junior society, the Interme- 


‘diate society, and the Senior society—and to 


each he gave advice as to how it might ald in 
obtaining the million members desired. 

To make the aim more definite he set a 
mark for the next two years at 3,000 new 
Young People’s societies, 3,000 new Junior #0- 
cieties, 2,000 new Intermediate societies, and 
2.000 new Senior societies. 


Presbyterians Have Most Societies. 

The biennial report of General Secretary 
Shaw showed a present net enrollment of 
71,4938 societies, with 3,551,100 members. The 
Presbyterians hold first place with 10,198 so- 
cieties; the Disciples second, with 7,148 socie- 
ties; the Congregationalists third, with 6,454 
societies; and the Baptists fourth, with 3,407 
societies. 

Mr. Shaw’s report shed light on the Inward 
growth of the society. In Philadelphia twen- 
ty-one years ago there were eight societies; 
now there are 480. Forty institutional al- 
ties were held in the city last year, 120 mis- 
sion study classes organized, and hundreds 
of evangelistic meetings held at missions, 
homes, prisons, hospitals, street car barns, 
and street corners. In many smaller cities 
equally good work is being done, said Mr. 
Shaw. The foreigner now is being received 
as a brother and given instruction to make 
him an intelligent American citizen and 
earnest Christian.

The physica! condition of the chil- 
dren must be considered. They must be 
guarded against communicable disease. 
A little surgery may make the backward 
child a good scholar. Efficient adminis- 
tratibn of the schools calls for medical 
experts ag well as business experts. 
Mayor Busse has provided both. For the 
first time in several years there is a har- 
monious and really representative board. 


VIRGINIA’S STATUES. 

Virginia’s contributions to statuary hall 
in the national capitol are ready. The 
special commission of the state has ap- 
proved the bronze reproduction of the 
Houdon Washington. The statue of Lee 
has been completed for some months. 
The two will be offered to the United 
States government in a short time. There 
is some anxiety lest there may appear a 
readiness to accept one and not the other. 
As for, Washington, his place among the 
great from all the states is unques- 
tioned. ‘The anxiety is over Lee. 

If the gift of the Lee statue is rejected 
the commission is empowered by the leg- 
islature of Virginia to withdraw the com- 
panion sta@fe also. The objection, if 
made, will be that Lee was commander of 
the military forces of the Confederate 
States of America. For that reason he 
should not be held up to posterity as one 
of the two most distinguished sons of the 
Old Dominion. But will such an objec- 
tion be made? The spirit of the, present 
age does not suggest it. On the contrary, 
many forces are actively at work in the 
direction of giving praise to a great com- 
mander who accepted the results of a 
mighty struggle and who gave his last 
years with unquestioned devotion to every 
movement for the complete restoration of 
/ harmony and peace. 

It is more interesting to note that the 
military idea has dominated the civil in 
the selection of the two men to represent 
Virginia in statuary hall. The proba- 
bility is that Washington the general was 
more in mind than Washington the presi- 
dent of the constitutional convention and 
the first president of the United States. 
The oft quoted expression of a Lee puts 
war before peace—as the reasons for 
praising Washington are condensed into a 
pithy trio of “firsts.” The military prow- 
ess of Robert E. Lee gave him preém: 
inence, 

From her long list of public servants 
Virginia -might have chosen others who 
were distinguished for their achievements. 
Thomas Jefferson and John Marshall, for 
example, represent definite contributions 
to the history of their country. The 
great Democrat and the great jurist have 
few peers. Still others might have been 
selected. But, after all, in designating 
Washington and Lee as her favored sons 
the state has expressed its real feelings, 
The two statues will add glory to the 
hall already rich in its collections. And 
there should be no unfriendly voice heard 
when the name of Lee is mentioned as 
his statue is offered to fill a place by the 
side of that of the father of his country, 


THE DIRECT PRIMARY. 

It would be difficult to frame a stronger 
indictment of the direct primary than the 
one in the article by Professor Ford of 
.Princeton in the North American Review 
for July. He will not allow it one sma}] 
virtue. It seems to him all bad—*“ from 
scalp to sol@ one slough and crust of sin.” 
It betters nothing,.but worsens everything 
‘within its field of action. 

The friends of the UYirect primary say 
it will take power from the politicians 
and give it to the people. “ This is pure 
nonsense,” says the professor. “It may 
take advantage and opportunity froin 
one set of politicians and confer them 
upon another set, but politicians there 
will always be so long: as there is pol- 
tics.” | | 

The direct primary’s pretense of giving 
power to the people is a mockery. The 
reality is that it scrambles power amoung 
faction chiefs and their bands, while the 
people are despoiled and oppressed.” 

The direct primary makes politics “ sti!) 
more irresponsible, confused, and costly. 
It parallels the long series of regular ele:- 
tions with a corresponding series of elec- 
tions in every political organization.” 
“The more elections there are the larger 
becomes the class of professional politi- 
cians to be supported by the community.” 
The direct primary, by multiplying elec- 
tions, “necessarily iatensifies graft pres- 
sure.” 

Furthermore, according to the professor, 
the diréct primary destroys party respon- 
sibility. He disapproves of “the whole 
system of filling administrative and judi- 
cial positions under the forms of popular 
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| election,” but sees a mitigation of its | 
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evils in the system of party responsibility 
which has been evolved. It is imperfect 
but genuine. The direct primary, he be- 
lieves, would strike down party respon- 
sibility and “substitute for existing boss 


‘rule a far more corrupt, degraded, and 


impervious kind of boss rule.” 
And yet such is the stupidity or unrea- 
sonableness of the people that those who 


| have the direct primary will not give it 


up in spite. of the evils it is alleged to 
have engendered, and those who do not 
have it are clamoring for it. If the Illi- 
nois voters were to read Professor Ford’s 
indictment it--would not alter their deter- 
mination to have a direct primary law in 
the place of the one they have lost. They 
think the direct primary gives them 
power, whatever a wniversity professor 
of politics may say to the contrary. As 
long. as voters generally believe that, 
magazine articles will not stay the prog- 
ress of direct primary legislation. 


REGULATENG PARK SHOWS. 

The vulgar shows in some of the amuse- 
ment parks are to be regulated. The 
suggestive language;used by the “ bark- 
ers” will not be permitted longer. The 
police authorities have promised to act in 
response to the demands that have been 
made upon them by the friends of de 
eency. The establishment of a censor- 
ship will be accompanied by a plain talk 
to park managers. The acting chief of 
police will tell them that they must kee) 
clean and reputable places and that all 
suggestiveness must be eliminated. 

The reports of those who have made 
repeated visits to the parks in the search 
for evidence are convincing. They in- 
clude verbatim notes of speeches by the 
“barkers,” showing the variations used 
at different hours by those advertising 
the most vulgar of the exhibitions. There 
are drawings of the pictures shown and 
detailed descriptions of the | performances 
given. It is not easy to finagine the 
shortsightedness of a park manager who 
permits such disgusting and immoral ex- 
hibitions within the confines of an amuse- 
ment ground whose profits must come 
from the patronage of the decent many 
rather than from that of the compara- 
tively few who would care for indecencies 
of the sort under censure. 

The cleanup should be prompt and rad- 
ical. There is no reason why shows 
should be allowed in the summer amuse- 
ment places which would not be toler- 
ated for an hour in any theater down- 
town. 


IMPROVED PUGILISM. 

A curious experiment in pugilism was 
made on Monday at Hammond, Ind.,, 
where Mr. Thompson met Mr. Goodman. 
Mr. Thompson brought his 10 year old 
son, Master Thompson, along and _ in- 
stalled him in a pleasant seat in the 
ring, where he had unrivaled opportuni- 
ty to observe the proceedings, the results 
of which could not fail to be satisfactory 
to any child with a proper regard for his 
father, 

This partial domestication of the 
fighting game opens the way for an im- 
proved, uplifted, and debrutalized sport. 
If accommodations coukl be provided at 
the ringside for the loved ones of the 
pugilists much that is objectionable in 
prizefighting might be removed. :

Mrs. Fitzsimmons during the excitement 
of. an encounter in which her husband 
was engaged, and of which she was an 
Observer, made the following spirited re- 
mark to her battling spouse: “ Hit hint 
in the slats, Bob.”

It is immaterial. It does not militate 
against the general proposition that the 
presence of the families would be desira- 
ble. The wives of the contestants could 
exchange calls and serve tea. They could 
minister to the needs of their husbands 
between rounds and do it much more 
gracefully and pleasantly than the _ sec- 
onds. They gould apply poultices, raw 
beefsteak, and arnica, comfort the inner 
man with Jamaica ginger, and lend wife- 
ly support in the trying moments. 

It might be tough for the children to 
observe papa receiving punishment, but 
it would be good discipline. It would 
tend to encourage self-control] in the 
young, to develop thett charitable emo- 
tions, and bring them up to be broad 
minded, liberal, and forgiving men and 
women. «

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ORD DARNLEY lie advertising the sale 
by auction of a whole town, namely, 
the Irish town of Athboy, in County 
Meath. The main object of the sale is 
to enable the tenants to purchase their 

holdings, but failing this, the fee simple will 
go to the highest bidder. Lord Darniey’s 
landed property is very considerable, but 
in view of the new budget, which, as stated 
by Lord Onslow the other day, virtually 
wipes out the profits of agriculture, he is en- 
deavoring to reduce all his holdings, urban 
as well as rural, to a minimum, converting 
them into cash. 

Lord Darnley has been one of the most 
famous cricketers in the united kingdom, 
and possibly may be remembered as such 
under the name of Ivo Bligh. He is very 
tall, standing six feet four, but is half ahead 
shorter than his eldest son and heir, Lord 
Clifton of Rathmore, who came of age two 
years ago and who has attained the extraor- 
dinary stature of six feet seven inches. The 
first Lord Darnley of the present creation 
was an Irishman of the name of Bligh, who 
was raised to the peerage during the reign 
of Queen Anne and who was descended from 


one of the officers who accompanied Oliver 


Cromwell to Ireland. 

In the female line, however, the ear! is de- 
scended from the last Stuart duke of Lennox, 
who died in 1672, when, there being no male 
heir of the duke, the king appropriated the 
peerage and conferred it, along with the 
dukedom of Richmond, upon his natural son 
by Louise de Querouailles, duchess of Ports- 
mouth, from whom the present duke of Rich- 
mond, of Gordon, and of Lennox is de- 
scended. 
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The Stuart dukedom of Lennox was a 
Scotch one and nearly all of the peerages 
of Scotland are transmissible through the 
female line. There is a doubt as to whether 
the Stuart dukedom belongs to this category 
of peerages or not. Butif it'does come under 
that head assuredly Lord Darnley's claim 
thereto is a just one. For though the iast 
duke of Lennox of the Stuart line left no son, 
yet he was survived by a daughter, the Lady 
Catherine Stuart, one of whose legitimate 
descendants married that Irish attorney, 
John Bligh, whom Queen Anne created Lord 
Darnley. 

The present Lord Darnley was at one time 
on the stock exchange and was also con- 
nected with a big firm'of port wine shippers. 
He was for many years the president of the 
Marylebone Cricket club, and it was while 
out in Australia at the head of a cricketing 
team that he met Miss Florence Morphy, 
who has since become his wife. 

His country seat, Cobham Hall, near 
Gravesend, built in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, frequently visited by that monarch, 
and occupied by Charles I. during his honey- 
moon, takes its name from that Lord Cob- 
ham who was compromised in the conspir- 
acy of Sir Walter Raleigh against King 
James I. It was confiscated by that mon- 
arch, presented by him to the Stuart duke of 
Lennox of the day, passed on the death of 
the last Stuart duke of Lennox to his daugh- 
ter, Lady Catherine Stuart, and through her 
to her descendant, the first Lord Darnley. 
It stands in a country rich in Dickens asso- 
clations, the famous ‘* Leather Bottle " inn, 
to which ‘‘ Mr. Tracy Tupman”’ retired for 
the purpose of self destruction, and where 
he was discovered, not dead, but discussing 
a fine bottle of port wine, by his friend ‘* Pick- 
wick,” is just outside the park wall. Near by 
is Gads Hill, where Dickens made his home 
and where “ Falstaff’ lay in wait to rob the 
pilgrims. 
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It is a great mistake to imagine that all 
French nobles are impoverished, and that 
if they happen to be in aMluent circumstances 
owe their wealth to marriage either with 
some American heiress or to the. daughter 
of some Hebrew multi-millionaire. Thus, 
the late Duke de La Rochefoucauld-Doudeau- 
ville, who died about a year ago, ag president 
of the French Jockey club, is now shown 
by the customary legal proceedings in con- 
nection with the probate of his will to have 
left property amounting to some $10,000,000 
or more. 

Part of this money the duke inherited, 
but;:the greater portion thereof he made by 
dint of his own enterprise and industry. 
He had inherited through his mother, who 
was a daughter of the ducal house of Mont- 
morency, extensive estates in the then king- 
dom of Naples. In 1845 she entrusted the ad- 
ministration thereof to him, he being then 
20 years of age. Finding that they were non- 
productive, and that everything had been left 
to go to rack and ruin during the two cen- 
turies that they had been in the possession 
of the princely house of Pignatelli, he set to 
work to reorganize, repair, and ‘ develop 
everything, with so much success that what 
had been abandoned pasture land, destitute 
villages, and moribund towns were in the 
course of a decade transformed into one of 
the busiest and most prosperous districts of 
southern Italy. 

The large sums of money which he spent 
in developing the property proved a most 
invaluable investment. The Italian estates 
became in time one of the most profitable 
sources of the duke’s revenue, and it is 
thanks to them, or rather to his own enter- 
prise in developing them, that he was able 
to leave so large a fortune at the time of his 
death last year. This, too, despite the fact 
that he had lived to an advanced old age, 
in great splendor, everything, both at his 
mansion in Paris and at his chateau at 
Bonnetable, being conducted on the most re- 
gal scale. , 

His successor, the present and fifth duke of 
Doudeauville, is even still richer, For not 
only has he inherited most of his father's 
money and estates but he is moreover mar- 
ried to a great heiress, namely, to Princess 
Louise Radziwill, who, through her mother, 
is a granddaughter of old Blanc, the founder 
of the great public gambling establishment 
at Monte Carlo. The title of duke of Bisac- 
cia, bestowed by the crown of Naples upon 
the late Duke de La Rochefoucauld-Dou- 
deauviile, in recognition of the splendid work 
which he had accomplished on his Neapolitan 
estates, now is borne by his youngest son, 
Edouard de La Rochefoucauld, married to 
Marie de Colbert, a daughter of that ancient 
house of Colbert which plays so notable a 
role in French history. ! 
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Seldom has a foreign envoy been received 
with more royal honors and with more elab- 
orate ceremony than old Ghazi Ahmet Mukh- 
taz Pasha when he came to London the other 
day for the purpose of notifying Edward VII. 
of the accession of the new sultan to the 
throne of Turkey. For a representative of 
the English foreign office and one of the 
king’s officers were sent in full uniform to 
greet him on landing at Dover; while on 
alighting from the train at the railroad ter- 
minus in London he found a guard of honor 
of the Coldstream Guards, with the band 
of the regiment, as well as a number of court 
officials and other dignitaries, assembled to 
greet him in the name of the king. Yet three 
years ago this same old Turkish field mar- 
shal was held up to obloquy throughout Eng- 
land as the principal author of the trouble 
between Turkey and Great Britain in con 
nection with the Siniai peninsula and the 
desert frontier of Egypt, which so nearly pre- 
cipitated a war between the two countries. 

This has been the second visit of the old 
pasha to England, The last occasion when 
he was there was in 1867, when he came in the 
train of Sultan Abdul Aziz, in special at- 
tendance on the latter’s favorite son, the 
then 12-year-old Prince Yussuff Eddine, now 
crown prince of Turkey. In those days Mukh- 
taz was a professor of fortification at the 
military college at Constantinople, and had 
been selected by the then sultan as tutor for 
his favorite boy. Mukhtaz greatly distin- 
guished himself in the war of 1877, when he 


‘won his baton of fleld marshal and personally 


led his troops into battle at Kizi) Tepe, 
amidst a rain of bullets. He subsequently 
spent twenty-three years at Cairo, as Otto- 
man commissioner and persona] répresenta- 
tive of the sultan, and will be remembered by 
every American who has visited Cairo as the 


kindly faced old gentleman with the white | 


beard who was wont to drive every after- 
noon during the season along Shoobrah and 
out across the Nile bridge to Gezireh. He 
made his headquarters in a palace on the 
Kasr-el-Nil road.

Eliot’s Five Foot Library. 

Chicago, July 2.—[{Editor of The Tribune. } 
—It is to be hoped that President Emeritus 
Eliot reverses his decision to exclude the 
bible and Shakspeare from the fifty books he 
is selecting for the ideal five foot shelf of 
books.- He gives two reasons for falling to 
include these in his list: (1) That ‘‘ most peo- 
ple (a vile phrase) have read ’’ them, and (2) 
that it would take five volumes to contain a 
good edition of Shakspeare and three for 
“any good edition of the bible.”’ 

Whether it is a fact that nearly everybody 
has read the bible and Shakspeare or not, 
it is of more consequence that no book shelf, 
if one is confined to one shelf. however prac- 
tical or ideal, however limited or compre- 
hensive, can pretend to completeness with-~* 
out both of these inestimable volumes. More- 
over, the value of both of them is continuous. 
and though man were to live while light dis- 
pels darkness they must continue the indis- 
pensable lamps of English literature and 
human philosophy. 

As to the space they would take, ff Presi- 
dent Eliot begrudges them the twelve inches 
eight volumes would occupy, let me assure 
him that the best editions of both the bible 
and Shakspeare have been printed in single 
volumes of less than one and one-half inches 
thick. If he doubts this, let him visit the 
Old Corner book store in Boston (if still there) 
and call for an Oxford print of the bible 
(King James’ edition) and Clark & Wright's 
Shakspeare (Globe edition), and he will find 
these incomparable works in a form that will 
not sh less deserving books from his five 
foot shelf. If President Eliot wishes to make 
his shelf the fountain of perennial joy it 
should be, he will add Cruden’s concordance 
of the bible and Bartlett's concordance of 
Shakspeare to his Hist.

Duty on Cotton Gloves. 

Chicago, July 7.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
T notice in an article by John Callan O’Laugh- 
lin im today’s issue of your paper that he 
states that the duty: on cotton gloves is lower 
in the Aldrich*bill than fn the existing law. 
This is an error. The present duty is 50 per 
cent ad valorem on all cotton gloves. This 
duty remains the same on gloves below $1.20, 
Above $1.20 the proposed duty is 45 per cent 
ad valorem and 50 cents a dozen. This will 
make the new duty about 67 per cent on 
three-quarters of all cotton gloves imported, 
against the present duty of 50 per cent. For 
instance, gloves costing $2 in Germany at 
present, with a duty of 50 per cent, would 
cost $3 to land here. At the rate of the new 
duty (45 per cent) on $2 gloves would be 90 
cents and 50 cents a dozen. This would make 
the gloves cost $3.40. ,. R. WUNDERLE.

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When Shortening a Shirt. 

To shorten a skirt do so from the bottom, 
either by making tucks or cutting off the 
number of inches from the ground to make 
it the desired length. When a skirt ts to be 
lengthened, do not attempt to piece it at the 
top. One way to lengthen the skirt isto tura 
it off evenly from the floor, measure the 
difference between the length desired and 
that which the skirt has after it is trimmed 
evenly. Cut a piece of material twice the 
number of inches in width required to make 
the desired length, and as many inches 
around as the skirt measures. Allow one- 
half inch on all seams. Join this extra piece 
to the skirt proper, with the seam on the 
right side. Press it flat with the edge down. 
Turn the added piéce up on the right side. 
Measure from the waist line down the length 
of the skirt, and turn the balance of the 
piece up on the right side. Fold in half an 
inch at the edge, and baste the edge over the 
joining. Stitch a double row of stitching, 
sewing on the applied hem, one at the ex- 
treme edge and the other about one-quarter 
of an inch from it. Press this flat, and 
you have a trimming as well as an added 


length. -

Remodeling Circular Skirts. 


When remodeling a circular skirt, the most 
important thing about it will be the hang- 
ing of it, or the turning up from the bottom. 
Place the skirt on the person for whom it is 
intended. Measure with a car@board or 

vler as many inches from the floor as de- 
sired, go all around the skirt, using the floor, 
or whatever the person is standing on, as the 
base. Move the ruler or marker along, mak- 
ing a line of pins or chalk at the number of 
inches on the ruler as you move along. This 
will prove the simplest and quickest method. 
Baste the hem up according to this lne. 
Little can be done with a circular skirt or 
cape in the way of making it over, except for 
a small child’s dress or for a waist. 


Fertilizing Soil. 
Few soils are naturally so rich they do not 


require some kind of a fertilizer. While it is 
true that fairly good plants can be grown 
from ordinary soil, it is equally true ‘that 
really fine ones cannot be grown unless they 
are fed on rich food. The most perfect de- 
velopment possible should be aimed at in 
flower culture. This development must go 
forward steadily and as rapidly as consist- 
ent with the health and vigor of the plant. 
This cannot be done unless the plant is sup- 
plied at regular intervals with all the ele- 
ments of plant life. ' 


* + 
Drying Rose Leaves. 

This is not difficult, but it should be un- 
derstood that the rose petals must be thor- 
oughly dried to obtain the best results... The 
petals should be put into a covered jar and 
every half inch layer of the petals liberally 
sprinkled with salt. This may be done from 
day to day as the roses are gathered from the 


‘garden. When the amount wished is gath- 


ered let stand for ten or eleven days, but stir 
well every Cay with a silver fork. For halfa 
pound of the petal mixture take an ounce of 
finely broken stick cinnamon and an ounce 
each of coarsely powdered allspice and 
cloves. Mix well and alternate layers of this 
with layers of the dried petals. This is best 
done in a preserving jar &nd the cover should 
be tightly screwed cown. 

This should stand for a month. At the end 
of that time take four ounces of dried laven- 
der flowers, an ounce of powdered orris root. 
an ounce each of mace. allspice and cloves. 
half an ounce of cinnamon and half a nutmeg 
ground unevenly. Mix well and then bring 
out the rose leaf mixture. 

Put a layer of the rose leaves In the bottom 
of the jar and then a layer of this mixture. 
Continue, occasionally adding a d:op of the 
oils of neroli, rose and bitter almonds. Some 
persons pour over cologne after the jar is 
filled. but usually better effects may be se- 
cured by moistening with deodorized alcohol. 
This mixture improves with age. 


How to Brush Hair. 


To brush the hair properly draw the 
brush, firmly, though gently, over the scalp 
and down through the entire length of the 
hair at each stroke, and let the strokes fol- 
low each other in rather rapid succession. 
The brush should never be brought down on 
the scalp with a quick, sharp, striking mo- 
tion, as this only irritates and sometimes 
shocks and wounds the scalp as well as 
tangling the hair. For combing out the hair 
after it has been waved a coarse comb is 
often better than a brush. Under no cir- 
cumstances should the hair be combed out 
‘by beginning at the scalp and working down- 
ward. Instead divide the hair into strands 
and comb each purtion separately, beginning 
at the end of the hair.

Tired Feet. 


People ‘who must stand at their work al! 
day should wear very comfortable shoes 
with broad soles, well fitting arches, and 
proper heels. This is the only possible way 
of being comfortable under the circum- 
stances. It is well also to wear high shoes, 
buttoned or laced closely around the ankles. 
which are apt to swell from the long strain 
of standing. The feet should be given a hot 
bath every night, as well as a morning bath, 
when they should be scrubbed with a stiff 
brush. A soothing bath for tired feet is 
warm water with a little baking soda or borax 
dissolveg in it. A vigorous rub with alcoho! 
is also good. Another soothing application 
is to rub the feet with a plece of lemon.

Then several barrels of gasoline were pur- 
chased and a battle to dry up the soggy 
diamond commenced. After something like 
$50 worth of the inflammable stuff had been 
burned on the base lines and infield, up blew 
another storm and in five minutes a hard 
shower wiped out all the work of the previous 
two hours. It would have been impossible 
to play more than one game and when the. 
downpour came everything was declared off 
until tomorrow, when the weather man says 
it will continue leaking around these parts. 


Two Games Scheduled Today. 


At best, if two games are played tomor- 
row there will be two left over until] the Sox 
September series here. And if it rains tomorrow. 
too, that will make four hang-over games. If the 
Browns had put on two games yesterday the worst 
that could have happened would be three games left 
over. Moreover, the rules required a double 
header yesterday, and probably B. B. Johnson wil! 
inquire of the St."Louis club why the league’s rules 
were not lived upto. Manager McAleer shoulders 
all that blame and presents as his alibi the fact 
he did not think the White Sox could get. here 
from Cleveland in time for two games yesterday. 

The Browns’ manager says that when the ques- 
tion of the Sox series came up he pointed out that 
it would be too much to expect Comiskey’s men to 
reach here in time for two games on the first day 
of the series.

Commerce Association Board 


Asks Subscribers to Let 
Their Pledges Stand. 


DETERMINED TO PROCEED 
Directors Undaunted by Failure 
to Exercise Option on Wash- 
ington Street Site. 


Undaunted by the fact that the “ Commit- 
tee of 100” was unable to procure in a three 
weeks’ campaign subscriptions of $1,000,000 
to the second mortgage bonds of the pro- 
posed building for the Chicago Association 
of Commerce building, the directors of the 
association, while formally renouncing the 
plan to build on the Washington street site. 
have “resolved” a determination to build 
a home for the assotiation somewhere and 
. sometime. 

In a~-formal notice sent to members-the 
board of directors yesterday requested those 
who already have made subscriptions to let 
them stand, declaring that if they are. with- 
drawn it will be looked upon as an act of 
disapproval of the plan to construct and 
manage a building. It is asserted that in 
that event the board will seek assistance 
from capitalists at large. 

The executive committee met in the morn- 
ing. and although the matter really was de- 
cided at a conference on Saturday, the first 
public intimation that the building plAns had 
been dropped came in the form of a resolu- 
tion addressed to the members. 


Decide to Abandon Site. 

* Owing to the short time within which to 
také advantage of the option on the White 
lot,”’ says the resolution, ‘‘ that location is 
to be abandoned and the present subscribers 
are asked to have their subscriptions. con- 
tinued, with the view of considering another 
location, if deemed advisable, or otherwise 
considering a building project.”’ 

In a statement the board invites the atten- 
tion of the members to a recita] of the cir- 
cumstances preceding this action. 

“For several years, as reflected in the an- 
nual addresses of two of the. association's 
presidents,’ says this. statement, ‘* senti- 
ment within and without this organization 
has favored possession of an association 
home. It has been demanded by the growth 
of the association, its increasing activities, 
and its commercial and civic status. 

** Accordingly, on May. 4, 1906, was appoint- 
ed. a building committee, empowered to re- 
port to the board of directors recommenda- 
tions covering a desirable site for a building 
.-and. also a method of financing the erection 
and profitable maintenance of said building, 
’ The committee, subsequently enlarged, con- 
sists of David R. Forgan, chairman; Richard 

Hall, Edwin Sherman, Walter.H. Wil- 
50n, William F. Hypes, Elmer. H. Adams, 
Eugene U. Kimbark, C. P. Whitney, and 
.James Simpson. 


Review Campion for Home. 

“ This committee, having tonsidered@ many 
offerings, chose as the basis of a building™ 
‘project the aforesaid White lot, and secured 
a provisional option. The committee sub- 
mitted the project to the board of directors 
on May 4, 1909, and the board pfesented it to 
the consideration of the membership of the 
association in the form of an invitation to 
subscribe to a proposed issue of second mort- 
gage bonds in the sum of $1,000,000, subscrip- 
tion to a proposed issue of first mortgege 
bonds for the same @mount being otherwise 
provided for. 

“ The prosecution of ‘the..canvass for sub- 
scriptions to confirm the will.of the associa- 
tion respecting the erection and ownership 
of..an association home was delegated to a 
special committee, named the ‘ committee of 
100,’ Walter D. Moody, general manager of 
the association, being chairman.

withdrawn the board will construe the act as 
one disapproving the construction and man- 
agement of a building by the association and 
may turn to other sources, such as capitalists 
at large, to finda way to procure for the as- 
‘ sociation what its members unmistakably 
desire—a dwelling known to all the world as 
the home of SO yh Association of Com- 
merce.”’

REVIEW OF METAL INDUSTRY. 


Both Journals of Trade Report Con- 
tinued Improvement and Good 
Outlook for Future. 


Cleveland, O., July 7.—The Iron Trade re- 
view tomorrow will say: 

*‘Important developments show the in- 
creasing importance of the Chicago territory 
as a manufacturing center. The United 
States Steel corporation has decided to build 
a fifty mill tin plate plant and a fifty mill 
we Se plant at Gary. The plants will be the 
largest of their kind in the world. 

‘The announcement of an advance of $1 
per tone in prices of bars, plate, and shapes 
by the Carnegie Steel company has not been 
followed by the Illinois Steel company, Which 
continues to quote former Pittsburg prices 
plus the freight rate. This is an important 
step toward abandoning’ the time honored 
custom of making Pittsburg the basing point 
for these products, and will enable Chicago 


-plants to deliver their products at lower 


prices than formerly. 

** Pig iron production for the first half of 
the present year, not including charcoal iron, 
-amounted to 10,820,059 tons, an increase of 59 
per cent overthe first half of 1908 and a de- 
crease of 18 per cent compared with the first 
half of 1907. Heavy buying of pig iron by 
the leading harvester and radiator interests 
has been a leading feature. 

“The pig iron output of the steel corpora- 
tion for July promises to be the largest of 
any month in its history. The total con- 
tracts for structural, material for the first 
half of the year are estimated at 650,000 tons, 
whick is nearly one- -half the annual capac-

WRIGHT BROTHERS BUSY AGAIN; 
WILL FLY TOMORROW, PERHAPS 


Aviators Return to Washington After 
Trips for Repairs Which Will Make 
Machine More Manageable. 


Washington, D. C., July 7.-—-The progresa 
made today toward the resumption of flights 
by the Wright aeroplane at Fort Myer wasin 
sega contrast to the inactivity of yester- 


Wilbur Wright returned from New York, 
where he went to consult the manufacturers 
of the magneto which has been causing the 
Wrights so much trouble. Orville also ar-. 
rived from Dayton, bringing with him the 
cloth for repairing the aeroplane’s crippled 
wing. 

The brothers were in an optimistic mood 
today. They appeared to be particularly 
enthusiastic about the glide which Orville 
made on Friday, when his motor stopped 
in the air. Orville figured that the flying 
machine was sixty-five feet in the air when 
the motor stopped and that the total dis- 
tance covered in the’ glide. was about 450 
. feet, or a drop of one foot for about each 
seven feet traveled forward. 

Before a motor was installed the machine 
in gliding dropped one foot for every eight 
feet that it advanced, and the Wrights hada 
estimated that. with the added weight of the 
motor and propellers the drop would be much 
faster. Orville said that in view of the added 
resisting surface of the six foot propellers 
the glide was remarkably good, as the ma- 
chine necessarily depends upon speed for a 
successful glide and the added resistance 
retards its progress. 

If everything goes smoothly and the ma- 
terial which Orville shipped from Dayton ar- 
rives promptly, the Wrights believe they will 
be ready to resume the preliminary trials by 
Friday or. Saturday.

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Sentiment of Wheat Traders Al- 
most Completely Reversed. 


GRAIN VALUES ALL HIGHER. 


Traders Are Auxtously Awaiting the 
Government’s July Figures. 


Fear of a wet harvest in the winter wheat 
districts caused a reversal of sentiment 
among traders, and prices made a sharp ré-~- 
bound from the oversold condition which ex- 
isted during the preced session. Final 
prices were lige to 1%c higher. Reports of 
rain from all parts of the belt were of such 
an alarming nature that Tuesday’s shorts 
made a sensational scramble to cover the 
wheat sold on that day. The rain was heavy 
all over Kansas and adjacent states and over 
the principal wheat growing districts east 
of the Mississippi. Almost in direct con- 
trast with the enormous selling of the pre- 
ceding day, the leading professionals, such 
as Armour, Bartlett, Patten & Co., and many 
others, reversed their tactics and were eager 
buyers throughout the greater part of the 
session. 


Foreign Markets Lower. 

The foreign markets did not reflect the 
recent declines and the final prices at Liver- 
pool showed only Kd to 4d decline. The 
cables noted the improvement in the demand 
for spot parcels, as well as a continuance of 
the demand from the continent. The re- 
ports from Argentina were still unfavorable, 
as Was shown by an advance of lc per bu 
in January wheat at Liverpool. 

The almost complete change in general con- 
ditions made things look extremely gloomy 
for the bear element and the eovering of short 
wheat was extremely heavy, although a 
good many of the shorts are still standing 
out. New investors, however, were more nu- 
merous, but were very largely composed of 
local heavyweight traders. Some of the 
early buying by elevator and cash concerns 
was followed by Hberal sales later, but this 
selling did not check the advance. 


Export Sales Heavy. 

There was talk of export sales aggregating 
65 loads, including 80 loads of Manitoba 
done Tuesday night and 20 loads yesterday. 
The balance was No. 2 hard, mostly sold by 
Chicago exporters. Cash wheat showed more 
strength in the southwest because of the 
rains and local cash sales were 25,000 bu. 
Cash prices at Kansas City were up 8c 
to 4c and at St. Louis were 2c to 8c higher. 
There was a tendency toward hesitation, 
however, on the part of many traders to 
limit their transactions as much as possible 
pending the appearance of the government 
crop report today, which is on every one’s 


mind. 
Shorts Take Profits. 


Commission houses were eager profit tak- 
ers on short sales, as well as by the local 
talent. There was, an inclination on the 
part of some traders to even up accounts 
until after the government July figures are 
known, The world’s available supply de- 
creased 2,500,000 bu, as against 4,601,000 bu a 
year ago. 


Cash Corn in Demand. 

There was also a decided change of senti- 
ment in corn, but the recent break in prices 
stimulated a very lively demand for the cash 
article from the east and very large sales, 
over 500,000 bu, were closed. Final 
prices were %c to %c higher. Of the sales 
reported a large portion was for year ship- 
ment and the price was somewhat lower than 
the present price of the old erop futures. 
The wet weather throughout the belt and 
heavy sales of cash were the overshadowing 
influences in this cereal. Influential shorts 
covered freely. while commission houses 
were fair buyers. The selling was scattered 
and mostly of profit taking variety on the 
part of local bulls. A leading commission 
house was a heavy buyer of July, while cash 
interests absorbed most of the deferred fea- 
tures. Crop advices were not. quite so favor- 
able, excessive moisture being reported in 
leading states. While the short interest was 
eliminated to a very great extent, the prin- 
cipal short lines are still intact. 


Oats Trade Is Broad. 

Continued rain in most sections of the oats 
belt gave the market a strong start and with 
reports of damage or fears of damage came 
buying orders which made a big, broad trade, 
all through the session and caused an ad- 
vance ranging from %c to lc. The present 
is a critical period for the crop and condi. 
tions such as have existed the past few days 
might easily make serious inroads into what 
promised a short time ago to be a bumper 
crop. The government report today is ex- 
pected to make a bearish showing, but will 
be offset in a measure by continued absence 
of sunshine. :

Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner Harlan Hears of Rail- 
road Fuel Deals.

Indirect charges that the Illinois Central 
raliroad is discriminating in favor of the Bell 
& Zoller Coal company of St. Louis against 
coal operators in this state were @ feature of 
yesterday's session of the investigation into 
the relations between the railroads and the 
coal properties of Illinois conducted before 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner James 8. 
Harlan. 

These charges were brought out during the 
examination of Clarence F.. Parker, purchas- 

agent of the IJlinois Central, by Elton J. 
Cassidy of the firm of Butler & Cassidy, who 
have been retained by the commission as spe- 
cial attorneys for the Illinois investigation. 

“There is a general impression that the 
Bell & Zoller company has unusually favor- 
able arrangements with your road,” said At- 
torney Cassidy. “‘ Will you tell us of any con- 
tracte which might be so construed?” 

“Tf these people are getting any undue ad- 

from the Illinois Centraj I don’t 

know anything about it,” was the reply. 
“The only difference between their contract 
and the others is that we have made an agree- 

ment with them to purchase a certain amount 
of coal for a period of ten years instead of 
making a one year contract as usual. The 
yeason was that if they were sure of a mar-. 
ket for their lump coal they could make a 
gimilar contract with Swift & Co. for the 
screenings, and we would get the haul.’’ 


Relations with Under Company. 

* rhe Illinois Central's purchasing agent was 
questioned on the relations with the subsid- 
fary Madison Coal corporation, of which he 
fe chairman of the board and was formerly 
president. It is charged that this company 
fixes the price paid to all independent com- 

and Mr. Parker’s testimony tended 
to support this theory. Headmitted that the 
coal company, producing 4,400 tons a day 
and owning 20,000 acres of ceal land in the 
state, is owned by the Illinois Central and 
that it furnishes from 15 to 20 per cent of the 
road's coal supply. This is about one-third 
of the output of the company’s mines, the 
rest being sold commercially. 

Mr. Parker said the Illinois Central con- 
tracted for about thirty cars of coal a day 
from the Madison corporation at $1.10 a ton 


and that about the same price, depending 


the grade of the coal, was paid to eighty 
or ninety independent dealers in the state 
who. supplied the rest of the fuel used by 
the company. Asked whether the Madison 
corporation fixed the price for the inde- 
pendents, the witness at first asserted that 
the price was fixed entirely by the operators, 
but under further questioning he qualified 
this by saying that he accepted one bid and 
the others had to do business at*the uniform 
price. 

Railroad Set the Price? 

“Then you really. set the price at yourown 
figure,” said Cassidy. 

“No,-I accept the fairest price and then 
make it uniform.” 

Fred H. Harwood, coal traffic manager of 
the Illinoig Central, followed Mr, Parker on 
the witness. stand and the inquiry was taken 
back to the Bell and Zoller case. Mr. Har- 
wood produced claim papers showing that 
he had refunded several hundred dollars of 
demurrage charges to thiscompany after the 
coa! strike in'1906. The demurrage accrued, 
he said, on a large number of cars in which 
coal was stored at Chicago in anticipation of 
a strike. The demurrage: was paid at t 
rate of $1 a car a day and was refund
